2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-31 (in part) meet novelty under PCT Article 33(2). 

Claims 1-6 (in part) lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over CA 1 178 965. 

The reference teaches the phenanthro[2,3-c]pyrazole compounds, which embrace the Applicants' claimed invention. 

Presently claimed invention is broader than the reference. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of invention to prepare the 8H-phenathro-[2,3-CjPyrazole of Formula 
II because the prior art teaches such compounds for reducing inflammation. 

Claims 1-31 (in part) meet industrial applicability as defined by PCT Article 33(4). 

Claims 7-3 1 (in-part) meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
claimed invention. 
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
